And cherfoze not 
without greate cauſe do the holy Apolties ſoearneftiye charge 
vs to pꝛap fo: the magiſtrates: Foz in dede the wealth and qup- 
et ol euery common weale, the diſozder alſo and miſeries of þ 
ſame, come ſpecially thzough them. JT neede not go eyther to 
the Romaines oz Grekes fo the pzoofe hereof, nepther pet to 
Jewes, oz other nations: whoſe conunon weales haue alwaye 
floziſhed whyle their Magiſtrates were good, and detayed am 
ran to ruyne, when vicious men had the gouerument. 
Dur couutrep ſtozies (yt we reade and marke them) will how 
vs examples ynow, would God we had not ſene mo than ynow, 
J purpoſe not to ſtand here vpon the particulers, becauſe they 
be. in parte ſet foꝛth in the tragedies folo wing. Yet by the wap 
this J note (wiſhinge all other to dothe lyke ) namely, that as 
good gouernours haue neuer lacked their deſerued pꝛayſes: ſo 
haue not the bad eſcaped inkamp, beſydes ſuche plagues as are 
hoꝛrible to heare of .
